LONDON, ,luno "20. — Military critics, 
who have made u tour of 1'' ranee since 
the opening of tho Paris exposition, u\- 
proas surprise ut the rapid and 
formidable changes thai have-been made 
iu the land defences of Franco under 
tin- present administration. A year or 
two ayo the use of Bholls charged with 
melinite and other: explosives gave the 
artillerist a sudden and decided ad- 
vantage iu bis oh,., est with permanent 
works. A single melinite shell was 
found to blow a great trench through 
iiny'ordinary kind of parapet. In this 
way tho concentrated tires of a few 
guns upon any works promised to effect 
its destruction in a very shorl time. 
'I'd in unexpected improvement upon the 
effectiveness of the artillery threatened 
to make useless most of the magnificent 
fortresses erected during the last twenty 
years. When M. Defreycinet took 
charge of the ministry of war in 
Franco his lirst duty was to consider 
what was to be done with the frontier 
line of forts thai lias suddenly ceased 
to he a protection. A solution of this 
problem has bceii found by the 
French minister, His plan is to 
lakes the guns nl defence out 
of the works and place them on a nar- 
row-gauge railway running round the 
main embankment between it and the 
detached forts, in such a manner that 
they may be fired from points not pre- 
viously known to the attacking party. 
Some of the parapets have been rebuilt 
in a kind of cement found -strong enough 
to resist

The fiscal year just 
ended shows that there has been a most 
satisfactory increase in Victoria's trade, 
the duties collected being .*797,o3o.b"i, 
as compared with $76.1,991.72 for the 
year previous. It was thought that 
ibis year would show a larger increase, 
but the long passages of a couple of ves- 
sels, and the quantities of goods in bond 
ut present, caused a serious reduction 
in the duties of June, 1SMH, us compared 
with June, 18SS. Still the year's show 
ing is most satisfactory, and especially 
whenil is considered that importations 
from Eastern Canada have been steadily 
increasing, to the exclusion of dutiable 
goods, The collections for the month 
just ended are as follows :

It is that 15,455 men, women 
and children have been registered US 
Httrvivurs, which included 4,220 heads 
of families. The morgues have ac- 
counted for over .'1,000 bodies found, 
« hile the registration reports show only 
l.SK.'l as the total number of lives lost. 
The committee oiler as an excuse for 
this discrepancy, they have not been 
allowed sufficient time to properly cover 
the ground, and that part of the inform- 
ation given to them wus incorrect.

Without confeder- 
ation very little would have been knovii 
of the great Northwest. That wonder- 
ful region would in all probability have 
still boon the possession of the Hudson's 
Ray Company, and would not have been 
opened up for settlement, The Cun- 
ailian Pacific Railway is the product of 
Confederation. The advantage to the 
w hole of Canada of that highway across 
the continent cannot be yet fully real- 
ised by even the deepest thinkers and 
the beat informed men in the land. 
That road lias broug lit British Columbia 
nearer to the Eust, and has made it a 
member of the Confederation in reality 
us well as in name. Twenty-two years 
ago British Columbia w as to by far the 
greater number of Canadians little more 
than n geographical expression. They 
had not the slightest idea what it was 
like und what were its advantages. It 
could only be reached by a long and tedi- 
ous journey. Now the trip t» this 
province from the far east is considered 
by many a mere pleasure excursion. 
I low much of the progress and pros- 
perity of this Province is due to Con- 
federation it is not easy to say with any 
approach to exactitude, but the more 
the relied ing man thinks the plainer 
will lie see the importance of thai 
change in its political condition. Con 
federation lias not made British Co- 
lumbia any more than it has made any 
of the other provinces, hut it must, we 
think, be admitted thai this province 
has derived from it many and great ad- 
vantages. But when Union is credited 
with all that is its due, it would be a 
great mistake to conclude that the peo- 
ple of this Dominion must depend for 
their prosperity ttponOovornment rather 
than upon their own intelligence, their 
own energy and their own virtue. It is 
the people, and not the Oovorninent, 
that make the country.

To-morrOW is the Dominion of Can 
uilu's twenty-second birthday. Tin 
Confederation was four years old when 
British Columbia became one of 
members. It is the fashion with many 
in these days to attribute all the good 
that a ■ mat i y enjoys to its govern 
ment E to the political changes it un- 
dergo*. This is convenient, but it 
does no! appear to us to ho in accord- 
ance with truth. To say that n country 
has prospered because it has this or 
that kind of government, or because 
one or other of the groat parties into 
which the people are divided is ill 
power, or because it has entered into 
a combination with other countries may 
not bo true at all, and at best, it is near- 
ly always but a very small part of the 
truth. The prosperity of a country de- 
pends principally upon its natural ad- 
vantages, and upon the character and 
habits of its inhabitants. Government 
has nothing whatever to do with tho 
former of these elements of national 
prosperity, and its influence over the 
later is not nearly -so great as very 
many people imagine. A government 
cannot make a cold country warm, 01 
wet country dry, a hilly country Hut, oi 
a barren country fertile. Neither can 
it make an indoleut people indust- 
rious, a wasteful people provident, 
nor a dull people bright and intel- 
ligent. Precisely what effect the gov- 
ernment of a country has upon the in- 
habitants of that country is very dilG- 
ccult to discover. There is consequent: 
|y a wide diversity of opinion as to the 
natuiu and extent of its influence. The 
politicians who naturally magnify theil 
ortice -though some of them do very lit- 
tle to make it honorable— try to make it 
appear that the welfare of a country ul 
most' entirely depends upon the nature 
of its political institutions and the 
character and ability of the men who 
ate at tho head of its affairs. But at 
government is a creation of the people it 
can never he very much better or ver> 
• much worse than the people themselves. 
They act and react on each other, but 
generally, as the people are so their gov 
eminent is. 

The provinces which compose the 
Dominion possess hu ge areas of fertile 
laud, some of them are rich in timber 
*ome have extensive mineral resourcesi 
and some have the command of valuable 
fisheries. The inhabitants of them al 
belong to a hardy, active and big 
brained race Such a country, inhubitei 
by such men, must of necessity progress. 
And we sec that they did advance undei 
a'.l forms of government — when isolate , 
as well as when confederated. Undei 
the old colonial system in the days o 
olliciivlisill and family compact; 
i he provinces of llritish America 
amidst very great difficulties, laio 
ilit- foundation of their prosper 
ity. The curly settlers worked hard 
in the lace of many discouragements 
they endured many and great privations 
but they progressed wonderfully. The) 
received little or no aid from govern 
iiients. In some provinces thoy ad 
van'ood in spite of the obstacles whicl 
governments, not knowing how to adapt 
themselves to the new country, place, 
in their way. When, after u severe 
contest, responsible government wui 
extended to each of the provinces thej 
still continued their struggle with tht 
wilder) >s. They converted the forest 
land i' to grain fields and meadows, 
lhey founded cities and towns, the) 
built ship:., they dug mines, they estab 
libhed factories, lhey constructed rail- 
roads. They kept on increasing ill 
population and in wetiltli. Then oanu 
confederation.
